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Report  of  Police  Patrol 


The  undersigned  has  made  the  following  observations 
while  on  patrol  and  has  compiled  the  statistics  set  forth  from 
the  log  kept  during  patrol  hours.  These  statistics  are  sub- 
mitted purely  as  an  indication  of  what  occurred  during  patrol 
and  as  a  possible  reference  for  future  policing  operations. 

Total  number  of  patrol  hours ;  covering  a  period  from 
Sunday,  July  3,  1966  to  September  5,  1966,  plus  two  week- 
ends during  foliage  time — Total  481  hours. 

Patrol  time  was  divided  roughly  into  60%  motor  patrol 
within  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Jefferson  and  so  distributed 
that  about  once  every  four  days  the  outer  areas  such  as  In- 
gerson  Road,  Turnpike,  North  Road,  etc.  were  covered  and 
isolated  areas  checked;  and  40%  foot  patrol  which  was  chief- 
ly in  Village,  Waumbec,  Santa's  Village  areas. 

Four  Church  crossings  were  covered  each  Sunday : 

Highland  Chapel   (Lutheran) 
St.  John's  (Methodist) 
Holy  Trinity  Chapel   (Episcopal) 
St.  Agnes   (Catholic) 

Over  496  cars  were  handled  in  the  total  of  Church  traffic 
covered ;  either  to  or  from  parking  areas  at  the  said  churches.

Trespass  complaints  investigated  11 

Burglary  investigations  2 

Auto  accidents  covered  6 

Road  breakdown  assists  3

It  was  noted  that  after  the  first  week  of  patrol  the  average 
speed  of  vehicle  traffic  through  village  on  U.  S.  2  decreased, 
especially  in  the  case  of  long  haul  trucks  on  which  complaints 
had  been  received. 
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Trespass  parking  practically  ceased  to  exist  in  outer  dis- 
tricts near  unoccupied  homes,  etc. 

61  visits  were  made  in  respect  to  unpaid  dog  licenses 
during  which  a  common  statement  was  made — "I  will  pay  if 
they  make  so-and-so  pay."  No  problems  were  experienced 
during  the  dog  census  check. 

Approximately  60  to  70  dollars  were  spent  by  undersigned 
in  motor  patrol,  especially  to  outer  districts  of  Jefferson  ;  com- 
ments in  these  areas  in  respect  to  the  patrol  check  were  quite 
favorable.

Four  children  have  attended  the  Crippled  Children's  Clinics 
and  one  child  has  attended  the  Pediatric  Cardiology  Clinic. 

Twenty-two  physical  examinations  were  given  at  the  Well 
Child  Conferences,  and  sixty-six  immunizations  were  admin- 
istered. 

One  hundred-one  individuals  participated  in  the  Heaf  test- 
ing program  for  the  detection  of  tuberculosis. 

There  is  a  crucial  need  at  this  time,  for  communities  to 
develop  an  over-all  plan  that  will  insure  continuity  of  nursing 
service  from  the  hospital  to  the  home,  or  from  the  home  to 
the  hospital. 

Nursing  is  one  of  the  essential  services  in  any  community 
health  plan  or  program. 

The  citizens  in  any  community  or  area  have  a  direct  re- 
sponsibility, therefore,  to  make  sure  that  needed  continued 
nursing  care  is  provided  for  men,  women  and  children  as  they 
move  to  any  place  where  care  may  be  given. 

Each  community  needs  to  develop  or  improve  a  community 
centered  or  area  centered  plan,  which  will  enable  its  citizens 
to  have  better  and  more  complete  nursing  care  available  to 
them  and  their  families  when  needed. 
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How  many  of  your  citizens  who  should  be  receiving  bene- 
fits from  the  Medicare  Program  are  unable  to  do  so  because 
you  do  not  have  a  community  centered  or  area  centered  plan 
to  meet  their  needs? 

Now,  is  the  time  for  action  by  all  citizens  of  your  commu- 
nity. 

It  is  always  a  pleasure  to  serve  the  Citizens  of  Jefferson, 
and  I  extend  my  gratitude  to  them  for  their  cooperation  dur- 
ing the  past  year.
